India Casualties 
Reach 132 Dead 


BOMBAY, (AP)—Casualties re- 
sulting from bitter Hindu-Moslem 
clashes which began in Bombay 
Sunday soared to 132 dead and 484 
wounded Wednesday following a 
night of sporadic violence. 

Mobs tried to break into stores 
and attempted to burn a house of 
worship. Streets in curfew areas 
were littered with rocks hurled at 
police patrols. Under the threat of 
further trouble many places of busi- 
ness closed their doors, while mar- 
kets began to feel the pinch of 9% 
food shortage as deliveries fell off.

LONDON, (Reuters) — Moscow 
radio in a report Wednesday on 
Field Marshal Lord Montgomery's 
Canadian tour said:

OTTAWA, (CP) — Agreements

145 Strikes Cause 
Huge Time Loss 


OTTAWA, (CP) Time lost 
through strikes in the first seven 
months of this year totalled 2.544, 
581 man-days, compared with 128, 
208 days in the corresponding perioa 
of 1945, Labor Minister Mitchell 
reported Tuesday 

The minister said while time loss 
in July was exceptionally heavy 
;}botn the number of workers in- 
volved and time loss showed some 
reduction from June. 

Preliminary figures for the first 
seven months of 1946, showed 145 
strikes involving 119,679 workers, 
| with a time loss of 2,544,581 man- 
| days. For the same period last year 
there were 120 strikes, involving 
| 37,609 workers, with a resulting 
| time loss of 128,208 days. 
| The number of workers involved 
in strikes in Canada during July 
was 49,752, compared with 78,688 in 
June, while the number of man- 
days of work lost in July due to 
industrial disputes was 918,285

Ask Full Pardon 
For Fraternizers 


Full pardon, honorable discharge 
with gratuities and re-establishment 
credits is demanded of the domin- 
ion government for all Canadian 
service personnel convicted for 
fraternization offences by the 
Army, Navy and Air Force Veter- 
ans association held at 
dominion Command convention in 
Edmonton. 

A resolution seeking this action 
was passed unanimously at the 
Tuesday session of the convention 
in the Macdonald hotel. 

Ontario provincial command sub- 
mitted the resolution, which , says 
Canadians overseas have received 
sentences that are “the most dras- 
tic in history” for breaches of the 
non-fraternization regulations in 
occupied countries. 

There are several 
diers, sailors and airmen serving 
prison terms for fraternizing while 
thousands of younzy men are al- 
lowed to go unpunished for failure 
to serve their country in time of 
war, the resolution pointed out in 
reference to amnesty recently grant- 
ed deserters. 

Vocational training system for 
veterans came under sharp attack.

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‘Millions for Producers 


Canada has extended credit to Allied 
countries to the amount of $502,500,000 and 
promised further credits to some of these 
countries to the amount of $142,000,000, 
a total of $644,500,000. This of course does 
not include credit-loans to Britain. 

Of the $502,500,000 credit granted, some- 
thing more than $67,412,051 has been used 
for the purchase of goods in Canada. Foll- 
owing is a table of the countries to which 
credit-loans have been made, and the am- 
ounts which had been expendec in buying 
Canadian products up to the time a recent 
official statement was made:

Belgium, by the way, is said to be mak- 
ing more rapid recovery than any other 
country on the European continent. In part, 
it may be supposed, because it made prompt 
use of this loaned buying power, and was 
able to find in Canada materials which it 
urgently needed to start the re-establish- 
ment. It asked for and was granted a furth- 
er credit of $75,000,000. Obviously Belgium's 
purchases in the Dominion have been found 
satisfactory in kind and quality. 

Of the credits extended to countries other 
than Britain, $435,000,000 of buying power 
thus remained to be made use of. Or, taking 
in the $142,000,000 of new credits arranged 
for, $575,000,000 are ear-marked for Canad- 
ian products which in the main have yet 
to be produced. 

The influence of this loan policy in creat- 
ing employment, stimulating exports, and 
yielding profits to owners and stock holders 
of Canadian producing enterprises, has 
therefore been felt in only minor degree. 
The big returns are still to come, and will 
only come as more of the things the borrow- 
ers want become available; that is, at what- 
ever rate Canadian producers turn out the 
goods. It is up to them. 


The Jury is Out 

The court at Nuernberg heard the final 
pleas of the twenty Nazi big-shots arraigned 
there for trial, and will hand down its ver- 
dict or verdicts on Sept. 23rd, 

By and large these eleventh-hour state- 
ments were declarations of innocence on the 
part of the accused and condemnation of 
Hitler. According to them, not one of the 
twenty deserves hanging. Hitler, they said, 
was the bad man of the plot, who ordered 
all the killings in the extermination camps 
and the other multifarious outrages which 
made up the war record of the Nazi regime. 

How much of this the court can believe 
in the light of the evidence put before it, 
the judges will decide. With them rests the 
responsibility, a more fearful responsibility 
than has perhaps fallen to the lot of any 
bench of judges in all history. For there is 
much more at stake than the lives of the 
accused, What has really to be decided is 
whether those who plot and execute crimes 
on a colossal and international scale are or 
are not to be held accountable for their 
deeds. 

Counsel for Rudolph Hess had filed a doc- 
ument in the court saying that Hess warned 
the British Government after he landed in 
Scotland that the Nazis planned to estab- 
lish concentration camps and starve the 
whole population if any attempt were made 
to continue the war after the British Isles 
were invaded, Perhaps in this Hess was ly- 
ing, though he probably wasn’t, 

What is certain is that these headmen in 
the Nazi crime carnival have been given 
such a trial as they never gave those who 
fell into their grip and could never be expect- 
ed to give to Allied leaders had they won the 
war. If the invasion of the British Isles had 
come off as planned, can anyone imagine 
that Churchill would have been given any 
such fair and exhaustive a trial as these 
Hitler lieutenants have been given? 

The Allied peoples and governments have 
nothing on their consciences for the treat- 
ment that has been accorded these directors 


of murder camps and other Nazi horrors, 
They have been heard fully in their own 
defence, have had the benefit of counsel 


chosen by themselves, and their judges are 
men both learned in law and of the high 
est international repute. 


Not Much of an Idea 


A war veteran writing to the editor of a 
Montreal paper asks to hear from other vet- 
erans who would join him in building a veter- 
an community, The size of the community 
would, presumably, depend on the number 
who ultimately joined the scheme, The “com- 
munity” might be a town, village, a sub- 
division or just one side of a street. Anyway, 
the veteran's hope appears to be to beat the 
inertia in ~'gh places regarding the hous- 
ing problem. 

It has some points. For instance: buying 
fn quantities such a co-operative syndicate 
would stand a better chance of securing 
material and at.better prices; the syndicate 
would also be able to eliminate some of the, 


, With the 


middleman costs. In a word, the proposal is 
an almost perfect example of co-operative 
enterprise. 

But on the other hand, not many veterans 
want to shut themselves with wives and 
children up in an all-vetevan community, In 
fact, it is quite possible that the type of 
veteran who evolved out of the last war, who 
wants to conceal his “old soldier’ identity, 
will soon be emerging from the present gen- 
eration. 

Except as a co-operative building scheme 
it seems to have little to recommend ‘it; 
and even as such it would be likely to be dis- 
appointing the moment co-operators collided 
shortage of building material, 
which is not a fantasy but a reality. 

Society would, of course, be indebted for 
an interesting experiment in co-operative 
housing, even if it failed. But there seems to 
be danger of a barrack-like existence of 
which veterans, of all people, would very 
quickly tire, and, as houses became available 
in the “outside” world, tenants of the vet- 
eran community would be glad enough to let 
their property go to the highest bidder and 
themselves return to the normal amenities 
of life.

refusers during the recent war. } 

No doubt the convention had in mind the 
too generous concessions made to certain 
European sects a generation ago when it was 
the only means of inducing them to come to 
the country. But how are we going to explain 
that to all the new immigrants we hope are 
going to start arriving soon? 

How are we going to tell them about all 
those deserters and all the conscripts who 
didn’t show up in wartime? When they ask 
about these how are we going to make them 
believe Canada cares whether they accept 
their obligations or not?

The primary purpose of the bill 
is to control foreign hange 
through the next few years so that 
any movement of capital to the Un- 
ited States will not deplete our 
supply of American dollars needed 
to pay for current imports. The bill 
is concerned exclusively with the 
control of capital but, curiously en- 


ough, much criticism has been di- 
rected against it under the impre 
sion that it also will control cur- 


rent imports and exports 

In order to control the movement 
of capital, it is essential to secrut- 
inize all current account transact- 
ions. In other words, a close check 
must be inade of imports and ex- 
ports to insure that capital is not 
being exported in disguise. 

This has resulted in the formula- 
tion of a number of regulations 
which the Opposition regards as op- 
pressive,

The case for control is this: In 
a freely trading world, in which 
the currency of one country was 
freely convertible into the curren-

A Court of Human Rights

As the world comes to grips with 
the problems left by the Second 
Great War it is clearer every day 
that no ultimate solution will be 
possible short of world government 
in certain spheres of human activi- 
ty. The United States already has 
proposed world government for a- 
tomic weapons, Now Herbert V 
Evatt, Australian minister of ex- 
ternal affairs, asks the Paris peace 
conference to apply the same gen- 
eral principle to the protection of 
human rights 


He would first write into the 
peace treaties guarantees that al!

would go much further and estab 
lish an international court which 
would enforce those righis. If his 
plan were adopted a nation, or an 
individual which felt that these 


rights were being infringed by any 
one could appeal to the new court

ON THE OTHER HAND war- 
mongering, and a pessimistic re- 


signation to the inevitability if war 
isn’t going to help matters either 


Nor is an arms race a sure way to 
prevent wars—unless we are con- 
vinced that we won't go to war 


regardless of how much better pre- 
pared we are than the other fellow, 
and we can stay far enough ahead 
of any potential enemy to persuade 


him it would be sheer folly for him 
to start a war with us, 

Certain facts should be kept in 
mind First of all the world isn’t 
perfect. Secondly, while there may 
be under standing between the var- 
ious nations in the world today, 
we are a long way from agreement 
en all matters, Thirdly, the lust for 
power still exists. Fourthly, envy 
among individuals and nations 
is still a wide-spread sin, Fifthly, 
greed, selfishness and inequalities 
are still present’ in as great, if 
not greater force than at any time 
in history. In other words, the 
basic, underlying causes of war 
have not yet been abolished. 

Therefore I believe that, while 
war is not inevitable, neither is it 
impossible. And while we should 
work with all our might to abolish 
the underlying causes of war, it 


_ would be suicide for us not to be 


prepared—and properly prepared— 
to defend ourselves against the 
possibility of a war until such time 
as we can be certain the danger 
has disappeared. For example IT 
am certain that Hitler would not 
have started the war when he did 
had the Allies been better prepared 
and had they been prepared at 
all they could have stopped him 
when he first started rattling his 
sabers—or making tanks.

By Basil Dean 
LONDON.—A_ London housewife 
walked down to a fish-mongers 


‘store Tuesday to buy herrings, 


“Sorry mum, no herrings left" 
said the fishmonger apologetically. 

“They only delivered half the 
quantity I ordered. Seems they are 
scarce again.’ 

On her way home the housewife 
picked up a copy of an evening 
paper. There, on the front page, 
it said: “Thousands of herrings 
dumped in sea. Market saturated by 


| heavy catches. Fishermen unable 


find buyers.” 

That scene, or something very 
much like it, has been repeated 
thousands of times all over Eng- 
land during last few days. Retaily 
fismongers are unable to get 


‘enough herrings to meet the con- 


stant demand = cherrings’ are a 
favorite dish, since they are cheap, 
easily cooked without scarce fat, 
and highly nutritious). Yet dozens 
of trawlers fishing off Britain's 
east coast have dumped their huge 
catches back into the sea because 
buyers at the port of landing would 
not take them 

At Whitby, Yorkshire, the port 
was closed altogether Tuesday be- 
cause large “surpluses” had been 
built up, and quotas have been 
imposed on all trawlers fishing out 
of the port. This was the sixth day 
during the past fortnight that her- 
ring fishing has been compulsorily 
suspended there by orders of the 
herring industry board 

But, so far, there is no official 
explanation of why fishing active 
ities are being compulsorily restricte 
ed while the consumer demand for 
herrings is far from being sature 


ated 
The herring marketing here 1s 
complex business Part of each 


catch goes direct to stores to be 
sold as fresh herrings. The rest 
goes to curing houses to be turned 
into kippers. Disgruntled Whitby 
fishermen believe buyers are con- 
centrating on the kipper end of 
the business, which is less trouble 
to organize and not worrying about 
the supply of fresh herrings to 
inland towns and cities. 


Mercy For Nazis 
Is Not Popular 


By Charles Nichols 

LONDON.—"It is two to one 
against Dr. Inge.” 

Under this headline, Lord Beaver- 
brook's Evening Standard Wednes- 
day printed a series of letters from 
readers to comment on an article 
by Dr. Inge. retired but still articul- 
ate dean of Saint Pauls, who urged 
that the Nazi war leaders should be 
granten an amnesty if they are 
convicted of crimes against human- 
ity at the Nurenburg trials 

Burden of Inge’s argument was 
that the accused Nazis have already 
suffered through more than a year 
of confinement and to every kind 
of mental and moral torture “even 
thou:h their guilt has not yet been 
pronounced,” that an amnesty 15 
not equivalent to acquital and that 
some of the accused including Dr. 
Schacht might be useful in recon- 
stituting a democratic Germany. He 
excepts Streicher the Jew-baiter 
from the suggested clemency,

ing with Inge is one from Edmund 
D’Auvergne of London who says 
that “while it was the 'practice. of 
the Zulus to slaughter their cap-

There is no doubt that there arc 
thousends in England who are not 
satisfied by the prospect of execu 
tion of the war leaders, not because 
they have any sympathy with them 
as humans or politicans but because 
with inherent sense of democratic 
British justice they have to doubt 
justification for this new type of 
international law—enforcement. 

Against this atlitude of conscience 
there are those who agree with the 
insistent teaching of Lord Vansit- 
tart—that the Germans despise 
clemecy on the part of the British 
as simply a sympton of weakness 
and ai invitation to another trial 
ngth with them later on,

Reported in Quebec 


QUEBEC, (CP) Provincial 
Geo'ogist Bertrand Denis of the 
Quebec department of mines said 
Tuesday night a gold strike re- 
ported 10 days ago in the Soma- 
Duvernay gold mine near Amos was 
‘a most interesting discovery” and 
at one point, “running for 10 inch- 
es, a person standing up can see 
gold.” 

Mr. Denis said the official report 
on the discovery, received by the 
department, showed the vein runs 
for 50 feet, then breaks for 125 feét 
and goes again for 100 feet in one 
Straight line. In width it ranges 
from two to 12 inches.
